Chicago, Nov. 18.—Peace talk and 
falling, off in export buying, did a good 
deal in last week to ease off the wheat 
market. December and May the chief 
speculative options, suffered net losses 
of 4%c to 6%c.

purchasing by Europeans would 
be reduced to a minimum in tne 
United States. 
One of

available vessel room for Europe dur- 
ing the next two or three months, had 
been engaged. There were also reports 
that a large fleet was being provided 
to- move Australian wheat, and more 
liberal shipments from, India.

Janesville School Would Get Share of 


Seven Million Dollar Subsidy 


If Bill Paties. 


Should the December session of con- 
gress pass a bill providing a seven 
million dollar subsidy as an aid for 
industrial education, 
the Janesvilie 
conttauation school stands a good 
chance of securing a. share ot the sum 
allotted to Wisconsin, between STo.OOO 
and $100,000 . The Smith-Hughes bill 
which provides for this subsidy, has 
already passed the senate and now 
awaits discussion in the house. 
Wisconsin men have played impor- 
tant parts in bringing this bill to al- 
most certain law. H. H. Miles of the 
state board of education, has worked 
for the last three years, speaking in 
all parts of the country to create sen- 
timent for it, and sacrificing much of 
nls own time and money in so doing. 
Dr. Charles McCarthy of the legisla- 
tive 
reference 
library, 
wrote 
the 
clause in tho bill which provides for 
one-third of the money being devoted 
to part time education for boya and 
irirls employed in factories during the 
day-time. Dr. McCarthy left for Phil- 
adelphia a few days ago to attend a 
conference of the committee of the 
National Chamber of Commerce, made 
up of representatives of capital and 
labor, which will consider various fea- 
tures of the bill. 
"We say that education in America 
s free," said Dr. McCarthy in com- 
menting on the bill. 
"It is free if a 
joy or girl has the money to go to 
ligh school or college. 
But this does 
not help the boy and girl working in 
he factories. 
We have put accident
